Main Sanctuary High Holiday tickets 
are required for evening services, Erev 
Rosh Hashanah and Kol Nidre. Since 
current CSZ members will virtually fill 
the sanctuary, it is likely that very few 
guest tickets will be available there. Re- 
quest forms for member and guest 
tickets will be mailed to all CSZ mem- 
bers with their July-August Gaily 
Forward. Member tickets will then be 
mailed to all members in good standing 
who request them. (Good standing re- 
quires payment of all 1994-95 dues and 
a pledge and first quarter payment for 
1995-96!) Guest tickets in the sanctuary, 
if available, will be $54 per service, and 
must be prepaid when requested. Main 
sanctuary doors open after 6:30 pm. 

It has always been Sha’ar Zahav’s 
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policy to make seating available to non- 
members at the High Holidays. To avoid 
overcrowding, tickets will be required 
for the additional seating rooms. Anomi- 
nal fee of $5 (prepaid) will be required 
to cover the cost of renting the addi- 
tional rooms and distributing tickets. 
Members may also request and prepay 
such additional tickets at the time they 
request their own tickets. Details regard- 
ing distribution will be in next month’s 
Gaily Forward. 


Onegs and Break Fast 

Join us for an oneg after Rosh Hasha- 
nah Ma’ariv (evening) services at the 
Unitarian Center. In place of an oneg 
after Rosh Hashanah Musaf service, 
bring a picnic and join us for our Seudat 
Mitzvah picnic prior to Tashlich, which 
will be held at Fort Point. Directions 
will be provided. 

Services at CSZ on the second day of 
Rosh Hashanah will be followed by an 
oneg. There will be a large “break fast” 
oneg at the Unitarian Center after Neilah, 
the closing service of Yom Kippur.

As we have 
done for the last six years, CSZ will 
collect non-perishable food for the AIDS 
Food Bank at Kol Nidre and through 1 
pm on Yom Kippur Day.

Rabbinical Column 


CSZ’s Wexner Rabbinic Intern, Mona Alfi, 
will be joining us for the summer beginning 
at the end of June. lasked Mona to share her 
thoughts on what she will bring to CSZ.

There was a medieval Jewish adventur- 
ernamed Benjamin of Tudela who roamed 
for years from community to community 
seeing what the Jews were up to in each 
place that he went. 
He is a person that I 
identify with very 
strongly. Nine years 
ago I wandered up 
to San Francisco 
and discovered the 
Bay Area Reform 
Jewish community. 
I didn’t know then 
that this discovery 
would set me off on a long journey of 
spiritual and professional exploration 
that would take me across the country 
and around the world. 

I am excited about the newest adven- 
ture that Iam about to undertake at CSZ 
because it was in the Bay Area that I 
discovered my Jewish identity. I am ea- 
ger to learn from this community that is 
committed to combining Jewish values 
with social activism. | am thrilled about 
the opportunity to learn how to create 
meaningful prayer in a congregational 
setting, and to work with such a commit- 
ted lay leadership. 

Through my involvement with Israel, 
my sense of responsibility as an Ameri- 
can Jew was deepened. After working for 
AIPAC in Washington, D.C. and living in 
Israel, lam convinced that with the help 
of ARZA and synagogues like CSZ it will 
be possible for Israel to fight the internal 
enemies of intolerance and prejudice, and 
achieve a more pluralistic and progres- 
sive society in Israel. 

While abroad, I had the opportunity to 
take a brief detour to eastern Europe and 
rediscover the roots of much of my own 
community here in the United States. It 
was from seeing our past that my future 
became clearer. The small Jewish com- 
munities that dot Europe are not so 
different from the ones that are scattered 
throughout our country. Many of these 
shtetls were kept alive by the passion of 
their citizens and the occasional itinerant 
rabbi that wandered through. I was the 
‘itinerant rabbi” for the Yuba City/

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Marysville area for the last nine months. 
It was a joy for me to discover the vi- 
brancy and passion of this community. I 
learned so much from their determina- 
tion to create an exciting Jewish 
community of learning and celebration 
for their children and for themselves. 

I am eager to see what I will discover 
on this new journey I am taking with 
CSZ: the teachers I will find, the people I 
will get to know, and the joy I will have 
from participating in such a lively com- 
munity. I look forward to sharing with 
you a summer of active participation in 
the life of the congregation.

For the Boys 


— Greg Merrill of CUAV 
Shalom Bayit,a fantastic group of Jewish 
women who oppose domestic violence, 
organized a well-attended gathering ex- 
clusively for the women of CSZ last fall. 
Our sisters shared experiences, exchanged 
perspectives, and received critical infor- 
mation. Now it’s the men’s turn. 

As the Gay Men’s Domestic Violence 
Project Coordinator at Community 
United Against Violence (CUAV) for the 
past four years, I can offer you personal 
testimony that battery is alive and well 
among us. In fact, just yesterday I madea 
home visit to a gay Jewish man whose 
eye was blackened and ribs were broken 
by the man who professes to love him. 
Maybe you have had a similar experi- 
ence (an estimated 20-33 percent of us 
have). And even if you can’t imagine the 
possibility that this could happen to you, 
it could happen to someone like you — 
or to someone you like. 

As men, we have some serious catch- 
up work to do in terms of our 
consciousness around domestic violence. 
We know that all men are not inherently 
violent, but some learn to be. How do we 
deal with this proactively and still feel 
good about ourselves as men? How do 
we respond when a gay brother is being 
beaten by another gay brother? And 
where does our spirituality and our 
vision of community fit? 

If these questions interest you, please 
join us from 10:30 am until 12:30 pm on 
Sunday, July 9. We’ll meet in the CSZ 
Oneg Room over bagels, juice, and cof- 
fee. Our two facilitators, Eddie Kaufman 
(a nice, queer Jewish social worker) and 
Patrick Letellier (a nice, goy national ex- 
pert on and survivor of same-sex 
battering) have designed a great program 
guaranteed to get you talking. 

If you have questions or concerns, or if 
you need to arrange childcare for the 
event, please phone me (777-5500). All 
men — heterosexual, bisexual, gay, and 
transgender — are welcome. 


If someone is abusing you, help is available, 
regardless of your gender, sexual orienta- 
tion, or religion. You can call CUAV’s 24- 
hour crisis line at 333-HELP for emergency 
assistance. If you are a battered woman, you 
can also call Shalom Bayit at 241-8874 or 
Woman, Inc. at 864-4722. Referrals are also 
available for people who are concerned about 
their own use of anger and violence.

Robert Alan Sterman 
December 2, 1952 - April 21, 1995 
Robert Alan Sterman, 42, died at home 
among friends on the next to last day of 
Passover after a courageous battle with 
AIDS. He grew up in Fayette, Alabama, 
the only son of the one Jewish family in 
a town of 5,500. Rob realized early in life 
that he was gay, and as an adult moved 
first to Birmingham, Alabama, where 
he completed his Masters in Public 
Health, then to Atlanta, and finally sev- 
en years ago to San Francisco, where he 
met and married the love of his life, the 
late Glenn Nelson-Sterman, who died 
of AIDS 11 months ago. Rob was em- 
ployed as a computer professional, and 
after taking disability leave continued 
to provide free computer services for 
many gay and lesbian groups, includ- 
ing the Alice B. Toklas Lesbian/Gay 
Democratic Club, of which he was Mem- 
bership Co-chair with Glenn. Rob wasa 
faithful member of CSZ, and had dreams 
of publishing the Jewish Gaily Forward 
on the Internet and encouraging e-mail 
correspondence between congregants 
and other Jewish gays and lesbians liv- 
ing in less enlightened locales around 
the country. Unfortunately his failing 
health prevented realization of this 
dream. He knew CSZ was in need of a 
better computer than the antiquated 
one that has served us for years, and 
one of his final wishes was to bequeath 
his entire state-of-the-art computer sys- 
tem to the synagogue. Rob is survived 
by his father Myron Sterman of Mem- 
phis, Tenn., his sister Marcia and neph- 
ew Brian Couch of Alpharetta, Ga., his 
uncle Rabbi Alan Freehling of Los An- 
geles, his cousin David Freehling of Se- 
attle, and his longtime friend and college

Over the past four years, the San Fran- 
cisco Fire Department has been training 
Neighborhood Emergency Response 
Teams. More than 2,000 San Franciscans 
have gone through the program. 

Over the course of six class sessions, 
NERTs learn how to shut off gas, water 
and electricity and how to identify haz- 
ardous materials. You will also learn how 
to identify and treat life-threatening in- 
juries and burns, how to search for and 
rescue trapped people, and how to fight 
small fires. 

The final class, which is held at the 
Fire Department Training Center, will 
involve you ina hands-on disaster exer- 
cise in which you will have the 
opportunity to practice a variety of re- 
sponse techniques.
